On the ta- 
ble was a bottle which had contained 
prusic acid, and was taken from the 
doctor’s study. It waz half empty, 
showing a portion of the contents 
had been swollowed by the unfor- 
tunate woman. The Doctor rushed 
out of the house and into a Mis. Kil- 
ney’s, cn the opposite side of the 
street, begging her for God’s sake to 
go for a physician, as his wife had 
poisoned herself. The lady imme- 
diately left to comply with the re- 
quest, and brought a Dr. Crandel to 
the house. On entering the parlor 


of the wife lying on the floor dea‘, 
as though she had rolled off the sofa, 
and alongside of her lay her husband 
also dead, with a bullet wound over 
his heart. One of the bands was 
pointed towards the wife, while 
tween them lay a seven--hooter Der- 
ringer. 

The supposiiion is thit soon after 
having requested Mre. Kilney to go 
for a physician for his wife he Doc- 
tor had returned tothe parlor, and 
finding his wife on the floor dead 
had, in a moment of ungovernable 
excitement fired the fatal shot which 
took his life. No explanation was 
left to show the cause Which induced 
the wife to poison hersclf. In the 
dining-rcom the breskfast-table was 
still set, showing they had partaken 
of that meal together. A couple of 
letters written in German was found, 
one of which was froma New York 
solicitor, From what can be ascer- 
tained, there is no reason to believe 
that while the husband treated his 
wife with uniform kindness in pub- 
lic, their bickerings through jealousy 
in private were frequent.
